The  com  production  for  lb  countries  this  year  amounts  to  3 712,0001 
bushels,  as  compared  with  3,792, 337,000  bushels  for  the  same  countries  last  j 
year,  and  an  average  of  3, 373, 09b, 000  bu.shels  for  the  five  years  1905-13-  De-J 
creases  were  shov;n  for  all  coijntries  reporting  except  Canada,  Hungary  and  Chile 
The  production  of  the  United  States,  Canada  and  Mexico  this  year  is  2,972,077,- 
000  bushels  as  compared  with  3, Ibb, 231,000  bushels  in  1921  and  2,394,313,000 
bushels  for  the  period  1909-13-     Six  European  countries  produced  273,33^,000 
bushels  in  1922,  as  compared  with  32^,530,000  bushels  last  year  and  U59,494,O0C 
bushels  for  1909-13-     Five  countries  in  the  southern  hemisphere  proauced 
195,160,000  bushels  this  year,  as  compared  with  23U,b33,0C0  bushels  m  1921 
and  210,377,000  bushels  for  the  period  1909-13-    Reports  are  not  available  for 
many  of  the  tropical  corn  producing  countries  of  'which  Brazil  is  probably  the 
most  important.     The  Brazi-lian  corn  crop  for  1920-21  was  estimated  to  be  about 
136,450,000  bushels. 

The  United  States  and  Argentina  supply  approximately  30  per  cent  of  the 
corn  entering  into  the  world  trade.    Argentina  frequently  exceeds  the  United 
States  in  the  quantity  of  corn  exported,  but  in  1921  shipments  from  the  United 
States  exceeded  those  from  Argentina  by  21,000,000  bushels.     In  1920,  exports 
from  Argentina  were  50  per  cent  more  than  the  prewar  average,  but  in  1921  were 
slightly  less  than  for  the  period  I909-I3.     The  United  States  exported 
132,000,000  bushels  in  I92I  as  compared  with  45,000,000  Dushels  during  the 
period  1909-13,  s,n  increase  of  193  P*=^^  cent.    Exports  from  Rumania  show  a  de- 
cided decrease,  amo^unting  to  17,000,000  bushels  and  30,000,000  bushels  in  1920 
and  1921,  respectively,  as  compared  with  the  pre-war  average  of  39,000,000 
bushels.     Imports  into  the  United  Kingdom,  France,  Germany  and  Belgium  show  a 
decrease  over  the  prev/ar  years.     In  1921  the  United  Kingdom  took  73,000,000 
bushels  as  comps.red  with  33,000,000  bushels  during  1909-13,  France  12,000,000 
bushels  as  compared  with  the  prewar  average  of  19,000,000  bushels;  Belgi-um 
19,000,000  bushels  as  compared  with  2b, 000  ,000  Dushels  during  the  prewar 
period;  and  Germany  took  16,000,000  bushels  or  about  half  as  much  in  1920  as 
during  1909-13-     Imports  into  Canada  and  the  Scandinavian  countries  show  an 
increase  over  the  prewar  average.     Imports  into  Denmark  were  19,000,000  oush- 
els  in  1921  as  compared  with  11,000,000  bushels  during  the  period  1909-13  or 
an  increase  of  over  70  per  cent. 
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All  classes  of  live  stock:  except  goats  are  still  fewer  in  nutnter  in 
Denmark,  excluding  South  Jutland,  than  they  were  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war. 
Kogs  have  increased  nearly  7^  per  cent  since  I92O  "but  are  still  30  ps^  cent 
"bela.v  the  prewar  figure.    The  n-umber  of  sheep  is  now  about  18  per  cent  less 
than  in  I92O  and  20  per  cent  less  than  in  191^1-.     Cattle  have  increased  very 
little  in  nunbers  since  I92O  and  are  nav  7  per  cent  below  the  prewar  number. 

The  production  of  eggs  in  Southern  Rhodesia  increased  by  69, 73^  dozens 
in  1921. 

The  n-onber  of  cattle  in  Southern  Rhodesia  v/as  16  per  cent  larger  on 
December  3I,  I92I  than  on  the  same  date  the  preceding  year.    Increases  were 
shown  during  the  year  I92I  for  all  classes  of  live  stock  o-.vned  by  Europeans 
in  southern  Rhodesia  except  mules  and  goats.     Hogs  shewed  the  greatest  in- 
crease with  50  per  cent  and  sheep  next  v/ith  21  per  cent.    The  n"umber  of  poul- 
try also  increased.. 

Twenty-four  countries  for  v/hich  price  index  numbers  are  obtainable 
have  experienced  the  same  trend  of  price  level  in  a  broad j  general  way  during 
and  since  the  war.     There  has  been  a  more  or  less  consistent  rise  in  the  price 
level  in  all  these  countries  until  the  post-v/ar  break  which  in  the  greater 
number  of  cases  came  within  a  few  months  of  each  other  in  I92O.     In  Bulgaria, 
G-ermany,  and  Poland  inflation  continues.    In  other  countries  prices  fell  frcm 
thje  high  point  in  I92O  until  in  I922  and  are  now  generally  rising  a^in.

The  distance  betv/een  the  p.lants  is  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  fertility  of  the  soil,  and  the  number  of  the  leaves  grown  on 
each  plant  will  vary  frcm  S  to  12,  in  accordance  with  local  conditions,  to 
produce  the  best  q.ualit.y  of  tobacco.    Tobacco  seeds  will  be  iurr>ished  by  a 
central  commission  for  the  cv-2i±v&t2on  01  tobacco  in  Spa..-i.n,    The  minim-um 
allotment  to  ary  single  concessionaire  wi:il  be  ?.,CO0  plants.    A  fixed  price 
will  be  paid  for  the  product,  depending  on  the  grade,
